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Trump-GOPsplit Senators loudly oppose Mexico tariffthreat

WASHINGTON (AP) — In a 

rare confrontation, Repub¬ 
lican senators declared 
deep opposition Tues¬ 
day to President Donald 
Trump's threatened tariffs 
on all goods coming into 
the U.S. from Mexico. But 
it's unclear they have the 
votes to stop him, and 
Trump said they'd be 'fool¬ 
ish" to try. 

All sides, including officials 
from Mexico meeting with 
Trump negotiators in Wash¬ 
ington this week, remain 
hopeful that high-level 
ta Iks will ease the president 
away from his threat. But 
with the tariffs set to start 
nextMonday— and Trump 
declaring them "more 
likely" than not to take 
effect — fellow Republi¬ 
cans in Congress warned 
the White House they are 
ready to stand up to the 
president. 

The public split and loom¬ 
ing sta ndoff over 5% ta riffs 
on all goodsimported from 
Mexico revealed a fun¬ 
damental divergence in 
values between the presi¬ 
dent and his party. Trump 
uses tariffs as leverage to 
get what he wants— in this 
case to force Mexico to do

tion. For Republicans, tariffs 
are counterto firmly rooted 
orthodoxy and viewed as 
nothing more than taxes 


they strenuously oppose. 
Senate Majority Leader 
Mitch McConnell said with 
understatement, "Ihere 
is not much support in 


my conference for tar¬ 
iffs, that's for sure." At a 
lengthy closed-door lunch 
meeting at the Capitol, 
senators took turns warning 


Trump officials there could 
be trouble if the GOP-held 
Senate votes on disapprov¬ 
ing the ta riffs.

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Congressional rejection 
would be a stiff rebuke to 
Trump, even more force¬ 
ful than an earlier effort to 
prevent him from shifting 
money to build his long- 
promised border wall with 
Mexico. 

"Deep concern and re¬ 
sistance," is how Sen. Ted 
C ruz of Texa sc ha ra cterized 
the mood. "I will yield to no¬ 
body in passion and seri¬ 
ousness and commitment 
to securing the border, but 
there's no reason for Texas 
farmers and ranchers and 
manufacturers and small 
businesses to pay the price 
of massive new taxes." 

Ron Johnson of Wisconsin, 
who was among the sena¬ 
tors who spoke up, said, "I 
thinkthe administration has 
to be concerned about 
another vote of disapprov¬ 
al. ... I'm not the only one 
saying it." 

The outcome would be 
uncertain — Trump could 
try to veto a disapproval 
resolution as he did before. 
But many Republicans who 
voted a gainst Trump earlier 
thisyearactually supported 
hisultimate goal of building 
the border wall. Ihey were 
just uneasy with his execu¬ 
tive reach to do it. Now, 


the president doesn't have 
anywhere near the same 
backing for the tariffs. 

The GOP opposition is 
grounded in fears over 
what Trump's tariffs would 
do to the livelihoods of or¬ 
dinary Americans . Sena¬ 
tors worry they would spike 
U.S. consumers'costs, harm 
the economy a nd imperil a 
major pending US-Mexico- 
Canada trade deal. 

With jitters running high, 
Federal Reserve Chairman 
Jerome Powell said Tues¬ 
day he's prepared to re¬ 
spond to protect the econ¬ 
omy, and stocks rallied on 
that signal that the Fed will 
likely cut interest rates later 
this year. 

Mexico isconcemed about 
the tariffs as well, but top 
officials seemed optimistic 
about a resolution. 

"By what we have seen so 
far, we will be able to reach 
an agreement," Foreign 
Minister Marcelo Ebrard 
said during a news confer¬ 
ence at the Mexican Em¬ 
bassy in Washington. 'That 
is why I think the imposition 
oftariffscan be avoided." 
Trump, during a press con¬ 
ference in London, offered 
mixed messages 
'We're going to see if we 
can do something,"he said 
on the second day of his 


state visit to Britain. 

"But I think it's more like¬ 
ly that the tariffs go on," 
he said. He also said he 
doubted Republicans in 
Congress would musterthe 
votes against him. "If they 
do, it's foolish." 

The Mexican officials ar¬ 
rived in Washington over 
the weekend as Mexico 
launched a diplomatic 
counteroffensive and fresh 
negotiations. On Tuesday, 
Mexico's trade negotiator 
Jesus Seade was meeting 
with U.S. Trade Representa¬ 
tive Robert Ughthizer, and 
Ebrard will meet Wednes¬ 
day with Secretary of State 
Mike Pompeo. 

Republican senators are 
hopeful those talks will pre¬ 
vent the tariffs. But if ne¬ 
gotiations should fail, the 
lawmakers warn they may 
have no choice but to take 
action to stop Trump. 

'Our hope is the tariffs will 
be avoided," McConnell 
said. 

Lawmakers and business 
allies worry the tariffs will 
derail the long-promised 
United -Sta tes-M exic o- 
Canada trade deal— a 
rewrite of the North Ameri¬ 
can Free Trade Agreement 
that Trump campaigned 
against and promised to 
replace. 


Sen. Chuck Grassley, R- 
lowa, chairman of the Fi¬ 
nance Committee, told 
reporters Tuesday the tariffs 
make passage of USMCA 
"more difficult." 

Questions remained, 
meanwhile, over how, ex¬ 
actly, the president would 
invoke executive authority 
to slap tariffs on the Mexi¬ 
can goods -- and what 
Congresscould do to block 
him. 

Trump has indicated he 
will rely on the Internation¬ 
al Emergency Economic 
Powers Act, a national 
emergency executive ac¬ 
tion he can take without 
congressional approval. 

But lawmakers say they can 
quickly vote on a resolution 
to disapprove. That's what 
happened earlier this year 
when Congress, stunned 
by Trump's claim of execu¬ 
tive power, tried to block 
him from taking funds for 
the border wall with Mexi¬ 
co. Congress voted to dis¬ 
approve ofTrump'sactions, 
but the president vetoed 
the resolution. 

This time, Republicanswam 
the numberscould be high¬ 
er against the president — 
possibly a veto-proof ma¬ 
jority in the Senate. But it's 
unclearthe presidentcould 
be blocked in the House 


where Republicans may be 
less likely to oppose him. 
Democrats — and some 
Republicans — doubt the 
tariffs will ever take effect. 
Senate Democratic leader 
Chuck Schumer said Tues¬ 
day that'Trump hasa habit 
of talking tough and then 
retreating." 

Trump struck back against 
Schumer on Twitter, insist¬ 
ing the tariff threat was "no 
bluff." 

Earlier Tuesday, Trump 
claimed "millions of peo¬ 
ple" are entering the U.S. 
through Mexico and criti¬ 
cized congressional Demo¬ 
crats for not passing new 
laws He said, "Mexico 
should notallow millions of 
people to try and enter our 
country." It is unclear what 
more Mexico can do — and 
what would be enough — 
to satisfy Trump on illegal 
immigration, a signature is¬ 
sue of his presidency. The 
United States has not pre¬ 
sented concrete bench¬ 
marks to assesswhetherthe 
U.S. ally is sufficiently stem¬ 
ming the migrant flow from 
Central America. Mexico 
calls the potential tariffs 
hurtful to the economies 
of both countries and use¬ 
less to slow the northbound 
flow of Central American 
migrants.Q

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 

White House on Tuesday 
again directed former em¬ 
ployees not to cooperate 
with a congressional inves¬ 
tigation, thistime instructing 
former aides Hope Hicks 
and Annie Donaldson to 
defy subpoenasand refuse 
to provide documents to 
the House Judiciary Com¬ 
mittee. 

The letters from the White 
House to the J udiciary pan¬ 
el are the latest effort by 
the White House to thwart 
congressional investiga¬ 
tions into President Donald 
Trump . Trump has said he 
will fight "all of the subpoe¬ 
nas" as Democrats have 
launched multiple probes 
into his administration and 
personal financial affairs. 
House Judiciary Chair¬ 
man Jerrold Nadler issued 
subpoenas for documents 
and testimony from Hicks, 
former White House com¬ 
munications director, and 
Donaldson, a former aide 
in the White House coun- 
sel'soffice, last month. Both 
are mentioned frequently 
in special counsel Robert 
Mueller's report, along with 
former White House coun¬ 
sel Donald McGahn. The 
White House has also di¬ 
rected McGahn to refuse 
to provide documents or 
testify before the commit¬ 
tee. 

Mueller's investigation con¬ 
cluded that Russia inter¬ 
fered in the 2016 election 
in hopes of getting Trump 
elected, though his report 
said there was not enough 
evidence to establish a 
conspiracy between Russia 
and the Trump campaign. 
Last week Mueller empha¬ 
sized he had not exoner¬ 
ated Trump on the question 
of whether he obstructed 
justice — in effect leaving 
it to Congress to decide 


whatto do with his findings. 
In a letter to Nadler, White 
House counsel Pat Cipol- 
lone said Hicks and Don¬ 
aldson "do not have the 
legal right" to disclose 
White House documents to 
the panel. Cipollone said 
requests for the records 
should be directed to the 
White House, adding that 
they remain "legally pro¬ 
tected from disclosure un¬ 
der longstanding constitu¬ 
tional principles, because 
they implicate significant 
executive branch confi¬ 
dentiality interests and ex¬ 
ecutive privilege." 

In a letter obtained by The 
Associated Press, Hicks'law¬ 
yer wrote Nadler on Tues¬ 
day and confirmed that 
she would be withholding 
documents in her posses¬ 
sion, as well as her lawyers' 
possession, from hertenure 
at the White House as well 
as some from the transition 
period. "The lawyer, Robert 
Trout, said in the letter that 
they would not provide 
those materials because 
they were not authorized 
by the White House or the 
transition and there were 


"institutional interests at 
stake." 

Trout said they would pro¬ 
vide documents from Hicks' 
time on the Trump cam¬ 
paign, however, and said 
she had also previously 
provided some documents 
in March, after Nadler sent 
out his original requests for 
information. 

In directing witnesses not to 
comply, the White House 
hasfrequently cited execu¬ 
tive privilege, or the power 
to keep information from 
the courts, Congress and 
the public to protect the 
confidentiality of the Oval 
Office decision-making 
process. 

But that only extends so far. 
Nadler said in a statement 
that while the White House 
had instructed the former 
aides not to turn over ma¬ 
terials, Hicks has agreed to 
turn over some documents 
related to her time on 
Trump's presidential cam¬ 
paign. Ihose materials are 
not covered by executive 
privilege. 

Nadler said he thanked 
Hicksfor'thatshow of good 
faith." But it was unclear 


how much material the 
committee would receive. 
"Ihe committee is arguing 
that the documents would 
not be covered by execu¬ 
tive privilege if they left the 
White House months ago. 
'The presidenthasno lawful 
basis for preventing these 
witnesses from complying 
with our request," Nadler 
said. 'We will continue to 
seek reasonable accom¬ 
modation on these and all 
ourdiscovery requests and 
intend to press these issues 
when we obtain the testi¬ 
mony of both Ms Hicksand 
Ms. Donaldson." 

"The subpoenas also de¬ 
manded that Hicksappear 
for a public hearing on 
June 19 and that Donald¬ 
son appear for a deposi¬ 
tion on J une 24. They have 
not yet said whether they 
will appear. 

As the White House has 
pushed back on the in¬ 
vestigations, some Demo¬ 
crats have ramped up their 
calls for Nadler to open 
an impeachment inquiry, 
arguing it would improve 
congressional standing in 
the courts as they try to 


enforce subpoenas. But 
House Speaker Nancy Pe- 
losi has been reluctant to 
launch impeachment pro¬ 
ceedings, despite a grow¬ 
ing number in her caucus 
who have called for it. 

On Tuesday, progressive 
groups expressed "deep 
disappointment" over Pelo- 
si's unwilling ness and called 
on herto act, according to 
a letterobtained byThe As¬ 
sociated Press. The groups 
said in the letter that voters 
gave Democrats control of 
the House "because they 
wanted aggressive over¬ 
sight of the Trump adminis¬ 
tration." 

Pelosi says impeachment 
requires more public sup¬ 
port and would detract 
from the legislative agen¬ 
da. She has instead fa¬ 
vored a slower, more me¬ 
thodical effort. 

As part of that approach, 
the House is expected next 
week to hold McGahn 
and Attorney General Wil¬ 
liam Ba it , who ha s refused 
to tum over the full Muel¬ 
ler report, in contempt of 
Congress. The resolution 
scheduled for a June 11 
vote will a How the J ud ic ia ry 
Committee to seek court 
enforcement of its subpoe¬ 
nas. 

With that vote approach¬ 
ing, the Justice Depart¬ 
ment sent a letterto Nadler 
Tuesday with a final offerto 
resume negotiations over 
access to redacted por¬ 
tions of the Mueller report 
and underlying documents 
— but only if the J udiciary 
panel nullifies its May vote 
to recommend contempt 
for Barr and cancels the 
J une 11 vote in the full 
House. 

Nadler rejected that of¬ 
fer, saying: 'We urge you 
to return to the accom¬ 
modation process without 
conditions. We are ready 
to begin negotiating imme- 
diately."Q 
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U.& court weighs if climate change violates children's rights

PORTLAND, Ore. (AP) — In a 

courtroom packed with en¬ 
vironmental activists, fed¬ 
eral judges wrestled Tues¬ 
day with whether climate 
change violates the con¬ 
stitutional rights of young 
people who have sued the 
U.S. government over the 
use of fossil fuels. 

A Justice Department at¬ 
torney warned three judg¬ 
es from the 9th U.S. Circuit 
Court of Appeals that al¬ 
lowing the case to go to tri¬ 
al would be unprecedent¬ 
ed and open the doors to 
more lawsuits 
"This case would have 
earth-shattering conse¬ 
quences," Assistant Attor¬ 
ney General Jeffrey Clark 
said. 

He called the lawsuit "a di¬ 
rect attack on the separa¬ 
tion of powers" and said the 
21 young people who filed 
it want the courts to direct 
U.S. energy policy, instead 
of government offic ia Is. 

The young people are 
pressing the government 
to stop promoting the use 
of fossil fuels, saying sourc¬ 
es like coal and oil cause 
climate change and vio¬ 
late their Fifth Amendment 
rights to life, liberty and 
property. 

The judges seemed to feel 
the enormity of the case, 
which the plaintiffs' lawyer 
compared in scope to the 
U.S. Supreme Court's Brown 
v. Board of Education rul¬ 
ing that mandated deseg¬ 
regation of schools in the 
1950s. 

If the case moves for¬ 


ward, the judiciary would 
be "dealing with different 
branches of government 
and telling them what to 
do," said Judge Andrew 
Hurwitz, instead of issuing 
court orders telling officials 
to stop doing something 
deemed unconstitutional. 
The dire threat to people, 
particularly the young, de¬ 
mands such action, said 
Julia Olson, chief legal 
counsel for Our Children's 
Trust, which is representing 
the plaintiffs. 

"When ourgreat-grandchil- 
dren look back on the 21st 
century, they will see that 
govern me nt-sa nctioned 
climate destruction was 


the constitutional issue of 
this century," Olson told the 
judges. 

The lawsuit asks the courts 
to declare federal energy 
policy that contributes to 
climate change unconsti¬ 
tutional, order the govern¬ 
ment to quickly phase out 
carbon dioxide emissions 
to a certain level by 2100 
and mandate a national 
climate recovery plan. 

The Obama and Trump 
administrations have tried 
to get the case dismissed 
since it was filed in Oregon 
in 2015. 

"It's just really disappoint¬ 
ing to see the lengths that 
they go to — to notonly not 


let us get the remedy that 
we're seeking, but not even 
let us have the chance to 
prove our facts or present 
our case at trial," said Na¬ 
than Baring, a 19-year-old 
from Fairbanks, Alaska, who 
joined the lawsuit when he 
was 15. 

Baring said a social me¬ 
dia campaign in the early 
days featured the hashtag 
#KidsvsGov, which was 
changed to #YouthvsGov 
asthey got older. 
"Ithinkeventually it'sjust go¬ 
ing to have to be #Adults- 
vsGov," Baring said, laugh¬ 
ing. 

As the case drags on, sea 
ice that protects coastal 


Alaska communities from 
fierce storms is forming later 
in the year, leaving those 
villagesvulnerable, he said. 
The young people argue 
that government officials 
have known for more than 
50 years that carbon pollu¬ 
tion from fossil fuels causes 
climate change and that 
policies promoting oil and 
gas deprive them of their 
constitutional rights. 
Lawyers for President Don¬ 
ald Trump's administra¬ 
tion say the young people 
didn't find any "historical 
basis for a fundamental 
right to a stable climate 
system or any other consti¬ 
tutional right related to the 
environment." 

The lawsuit says the young 
are more vulnerable to se¬ 
rious effects from climate 
change in the future. The 
American Academy of 
Pediatrics, 14 other health 
organizations and nearly 
80 scientists and doctors 
agreed in a brief filed with 
the appealscourt. 

They pointed out that the 
World Health Organization 
estimates 88% of the global 
health burden of climate 
change falls on children 
youngerthan 5. 

The case has become a 
focal point for many youth 
activists, and the courtroom 
in Portland was pa eked. 

If the 9th Circuit judges de¬ 
cide the lawsuit can move 
forward, itwould go before 
the U.S. District Court in Eu¬ 
gene, where the case was 
filed. The appeals court 
judges will rule later.Q

SAN FRANCISCO (AP) — 

San Francisco officials de¬ 
cided Tuesday to force 
some people with serious 
mental illness and drug 
addiction into treatment, 
even if it goes against the 
spirit of a city known for its 
fierce protection of civil 
rig hts. 

Several members of the 
Board of Supervisors voiced 
deep concerns Tuesday 
about the possibility of tak¬ 
ing away a person's civil 
liberties, but the proposal 
fora pilot program passed 
10 - 1 . 

Mayor London Breed and 
other supporters say the 
move — known as conser¬ 
vatorship — is necessary to 
help people who are of¬ 
ten homeless, addicted to 
drugs and have a mental 
illness, making them a dan¬ 
ger to themselves. 

"Allowing people to con¬ 
tinue to sufferon ourstreets 
is not acceptable or hu¬ 
mane, and I am glad the 
Board of Supervisors sup¬ 


ported our approach to 
finally make a change," 
Breed said in a statement 
after the vote. 

The measure would apply 
to a handful of people, the 
city's department of public 
health estimated, although 
the number would grow 
under legislation pending 
at the state level. 

Supervisor Shamann Wal¬ 
ton was the sole no vote, 
saying the city didn't have 
plans in place to reduce 


the impact on African 
American people and oth¬ 
er minorities who tend to 
have negative run-ins with 
police. 

Several supervisors decid¬ 
ed to give the pilot pro¬ 
gram a try after changes 
were made that require 
providers to give the per¬ 
son multiple opportunities 
to accept voluntary help. 
They also were encour¬ 
aged by Breed including 
more money for additional 


treatment beds in a pro¬ 
posed budget. 

"By all accounts, the num¬ 
ber of people affected will 
be small, but no matter 
how small the number, we 
all need to be watching 
closely to make sure the 
impacts are positive," said 
Supervisor Vallie Brown, a 
co-sponsorof the proposal. 
Critics call the measure po¬ 
litically driven and a viola¬ 
tion of civil rights that runs 
against the principles of 


the liberal city. They say it 
would lead to locking up 
people in facilities and that 
San Francisco lacks the re¬ 
sources to successfully ex¬ 
pand the number of peo¬ 
ple in such a program. 

'We are concerned about 
ensuring that persons re¬ 
ceive mental health treat¬ 
ment and services in their 
communities, in supportive 
housing, in supportive envi¬ 
ronments — and not in fa¬ 
cilities," said Curt Child, leg¬ 
islative director of Disability 
Rig hts California. 

'This is a major civil rig hts is¬ 
sue in the sense of confin¬ 
ing people against their 
will,"he said. 

San Francisco struggles with 
income inequality and a 
growing number of home¬ 
less people — some with 
disturbing behavior tied to 
drugs, schizophrenia or bi¬ 
polar disorder. They shuffle 
from the streets to jail and 
psychiatric care, unaware 
they need steady treat¬ 
ment, sometimes dashing 
into traffic or screaming at 
strang ers.Q

the operation, now heads 
to the desk of Gov. An¬ 
drew Cuomo, a Democrat, 
whose representatives said 
he will review the bill before 
deciding if he will sign it. 
'Cats of New York: Show 
me yourclaws"said Assem¬ 
blywoman Linda Rosenthal, 
D-Manhattan, who pushed 
the bill for years despite the 
opposition the state's larg¬ 
est veterinary society. She 
called catdeclawing "bar¬ 
baric and inhumane." 
Declawing a catisalready 
illegal in much of Europe 
and in several Canadian 


provinces, as well as in Los 
Angeles, San Francisco and 
Denver, but no other U.S. 
state has voted to ban the 
procedure, which involves 
amputating a cat's toes 
back to the first knuckle. 
Unlike human nails, a cat's 
claws are attached to 
bone, so declawing a fe¬ 
line requires a veterinar¬ 


ian to slice through tendon 
and nerves to remove the 
last segment of bone in a 
cat's toes. Supportersofthe 
ban cite estimates that a 
quarter or more of all do¬ 
mestic cats in the U.S. have 
had the procedure. 

The New York State Veteri¬ 
nary Medical Society had 
opposed the bill, arguing 


that declawing should be 
allowed as a last resort 
for felines that won't stop 
scratching furniture or hu¬ 
mans — or when the cat's 
ownerhasa weakened im¬ 
mune system, putting them 
at greater risk of infection 
from a scratch. 

"Medical decisions should 
be left to the sound discre¬ 
tion of fully trained, licensed 
and state supervised pro¬ 
fessionals," the society said 
in a memo opposing the 
legislation. 

Under the bill, which easily 
passed the Democrat-led 
Senate and Assembly, vet¬ 
erinarians could still perform 
the procedure for medical 
reasons, such as infection 
or injury. 

Veterinarian Michelle 
Brownstein stopped per¬ 
forming declawing opera¬ 
tions 15 years ago at her 
Rochester-area animal 
hospital when she said she 
became convinced the 
procedure leaves cats with 
lifelong problems. Some 
declawed cats exhibit be¬ 


havioral issues, she said, 
while others struggle with 
chronic pain atthe ampu¬ 
tation site. 

'The end result is a ba rba ric 
procedure that results in 
the mutilation of the ani¬ 
mal," she said. "Frankly, if 
you're worried about your 
furniture, then you shouldn't 
be getting a cat." 

Now, when a cat owner 
asks about the procedure, 
Brownstein said she discuss¬ 
es alternatives, such as rou¬ 
tine nail care, scratching 
posts or even tiny plastic 
caps that can be placed 
overa cat's nails. 

There waslittle vocal oppo¬ 
sition in the Senate, which 
passed the bill 50-12, or in 
the Assembly, where the 
preliminary vote was92-27. 
But some lawmakers spoke 
out against the measure, 
saying declawing should 
be kept legal for rare cas¬ 
es in which cat scratches 
could pose a hazard to 
owners with weakened 
immune systems or other

MIAMI (AP) — The Florida 
deputy who knew a gun¬ 
man was loose at the 
Parkland high school but 
refused to go inside to con¬ 
front the assailant was ar¬ 
rested Tuesday on 11 crimi¬ 
nal charges related to his 
inaction during the massa¬ 
cre that killed 17 people. 
Scot Peterson was on duty 
as the resource officer at 
Marjory Stone man Douglas 
High School on the day of 
the February 2018 shoot¬ 
ing but never entered the 
building while bullets were 
flying. He was charged 
with child neglect, culpa¬ 
ble negligence and perjury 
— allegations that carry a 
maximum prison sentence 
of nearly 100 years. 

Peterson was seen on sur¬ 
veillance video rushing with 
two staff members toward 
the building where the 
shooting happened. When 
they arrived, he pulled his 
weapon and went forward 
but then retreated and 
took up a position outside, 
where he stood with hisgun 
drawn. 

The charges follow a 
14-month investigation by 
the Florida Department of 
Law Enforcement, which 
conducted interviews with 
184 witnesses, reviewed 
hours of surveillance videos 


and compiled 212 investi¬ 
gative reports, the agency 
said. 

Peterson "did absolutely 
nothing to mitigate" the 
shooting, FDLECommission¬ 
er Rick Swearingen said in 
a statement. 'There can be 
no excuse for his complete 
inaction and no question 
that his inaction cost lives." 
Lori Alhadeff, whose 
14-ye a r-o Id d a u g hte r, 

Alyssa, was killed, said she 
was surprised to hear of 
Peterson's arrest. She re¬ 
called sending a text to her 
daughter when she heard 
there was shooting. 

"I told herto hide, that help 
was on the way. Well, Pe¬ 
terson was that help, but 
he froze, and he failed us 
all that day," Alhadeff said. 
"He was supposedly the 
good guy with the gun who 
wassupposed to go in and 
meet the threat, and he let 
usall down." 

Tony Montalto, whose 
daughter Gina Montalto, 
also 14, died in the attack, 
said families wanted justice 
to be done. 

'We are happyto see some 
accountability forthis trag¬ 
edy," said Montalto, presi¬ 
dent of the Stand With Park¬ 
land victim families'group. 
Peterson, 56, was jailed on 
$102,000 bail. If released, 
he will be required to wear 
a GPS monitor and surren¬ 
der his passport and will be 
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prohibited from possessing 
a gun, the prosecutorsaid. 
His lawyer, Joseph DiRuzzo 
III, said in a statement that 
Peterson is merely a scape¬ 
goat. He called the charg¬ 
es "a thinly veiled attempt 
at politically motivated ret¬ 
ribution." 

'We will vigorously defend 
against these spurious 
charges that lack basis in 
fact and law," he said, ar¬ 
guing that Peterson was 
not a caregiver, which he 
said the law defines as a 
parent, adult household 
memberorotherperson re¬ 
sponsible fora child's wel¬ 
fare. 'The definition of 'oth¬ 
er person responsible for 
a child's welfare' expressly 


excludes law enforcement 
officers acting in an official 
capacity." 

It was not immediately 
clearwhen Peterson would 
make his initial court ap¬ 
pearance. That typically 
occurs the day afteran ar¬ 
rest. 

Sen. Rick Scott, a Republi¬ 
can who was Florida gov¬ 
ernor at the time of the 
shooting, initiated the law 
enforcement probe and 
said Tuesday in a state¬ 
ment that he was glad the 
investigation was finished. 
"Now it's time for justice to 
be served," Scott said. 
Afterthe shooting, Peterson 
took retirement rather than 
accept a suspensionO

The plan has been lauded 
by Spaniards on the left but 
infuriated others nostalgic 
for the dictatorship, and it 
has drawn criticism from 
Spain's center-right politi¬ 
cal parties, who consider 
it unnecessary. Sanchez 
has met opposition from 
Franco's relatives and the 
abbot of the basilica within 
the huge mausoleum com¬ 
plex where the dictator 
was buried in 1975.

fert conglomerate of more 
than 200companies. 

'We demand the resigna¬ 
tion of Andrej Babis," rally 
organizer Mikulas Minar 
told the crowd. 

"Resign, resign," and 'We 
had enough," the protest¬ 
ers chanted. 

Babis, who denies wrong¬ 
doing, called the report an 
attackon hiscountry. 
Babiswasrequired to trans¬ 


fer ownership of his busi¬ 
nesses to two trust funds in 
February 2017. 

The preliminary report 
leaked to multiple Czech 
media outlets in recent 
days concluded he still 
formally controls the busi- 
nessesand is in a position to 
influence the EU subsidies 
they receive.

RAMALLAH, West Bank (AP) 

— The Palestinian labor 
market in the West Bank 
was limping along in 2017, 
with unemployment stub¬ 
bornly high and economic 
growth slowing. But that 
didn't stop the Palestinian 
Cabinet from secretly giv¬ 
ing itself a series of lavish 
payouts and perks, high¬ 
lighted by a 67%salary hike. 
Ihe payments and perks 
were kept quiet forthe past 
two years, but news of the 
Cabinet decision leaked 
this week in a series of 
documents posted anony¬ 
mously to social media. 

Ihe revelations have 
rocked the West Bank, 
where the cash-strapped 
government has been 
forced to slash the salaries 
of its employees because 
of a financial crisis Com¬ 
ing during the Islamic holy 
month of Ramadan, a time 
of high expenses for strug¬ 
gling families, the report 
renewed outrage among 
Palestinians who have long 
seen their leadership asout 
of touch and rife with cor¬ 
ruption. 

'The cabinet members 
behaved as if the govern¬ 
ment is their private shop 
and they can take as 
much as they want without 
being held accountable," 
said political commentator 


Ehab J areri. 

According to one leaked 
document, the monthly 
salaries for Cabinet minis¬ 
ters spiked from $3,000 to 
$5,000, while the prime min¬ 
ister's salary was raised to 
$ 6 , 000 . 

The raises were kept secret 
from the public and ap¬ 
proved by President Mah¬ 
moud Abbas, two senior 
officials said, overriding a 
2004 law that fixed minis¬ 
ters' salaries. The officials 


spoke on condition of ano¬ 
nymity because they were 
not authorized to discuss 
the issue with the media. 
The pay raise was made 
retroactive to 2014, when 
the Cabinet took office, 
giving the ministers an extra 
bonus of tens of thousands 
of d o lla rs, the offic ia Is sa id. 
The benefits did not end 
there. Ministers who live 
outside the West Bank city 
of Ramallah, the seat of 
the Palestinian Authority, 


received $10,000 a yearto 
rent a house there, another 
document showed. Offi¬ 
cials who already owned 
Rama Hah homes also 
reaped the lucrative bo¬ 
nus. And in an extra boost, 
the government inflated 
the exchange rate, giving 
them a roughly 17% pre¬ 
mium when converting the 
salaries to Israeli shekels. 
Cabinet members already 
enjoy government com¬ 
pensation for persona I driv¬ 


ers and international travel 
expenses. 

The documents were 
viewed by The Associated 
Press and authenticated 
by the Palestinian officials 
After years in office, Ab¬ 
bas has seen his popularity 
plummet. People are disil¬ 
lusioned by hisfailure to de¬ 
liver an independent state, 
his loss of the Gaza Strip to 
the rival Hamas movement 
and general economic 
malaise. Unemployment in 
the West Bank is near 20% 
and a typical salary for 
those who do work, such 
as civil servants, is roughly 
$700 to $1,000 a month. 

The leaked documents 
have sparked widespread 
outrage on Palestinian 
social media, with critics 
branding the government 
a "farm" or "shop" for top 
officials Amid the outrage, 
the Palestinian Author¬ 
ity has been forced to re¬ 
spond. 

Newly appointed Prime 
Minister Mohammad 
Shtayyeh, a longtime ad¬ 
viser to Abbas, has sus¬ 
pended the pay raisesand 
referred the issue to Abbas 
'to review it and take legal 
measures" While the issue

MELBOURNE, Australia (AP) 

— A man who was out on 
parole was arrested after 
fatally shooting four men 
and wounding a woman 
in an hour-long downtown 
rampage Tuesday in the 
northern Australian city of 
Darwin, police said. 

Police did not reveal a mo¬ 
tive forthe shotgun attack, 
but ruled out terrorism. 

It was Australia's third mass 
shooting since the coun¬ 
try introduced tough gun 
laws in response to a 1996 
massacre in which a lone 
gunman armed with two 
semi-automatic assault 
rifles killed 35 people in Tas¬ 
mania state. Mass shoot¬ 
ings are usually defined as 


those resulting in at least 
four deaths excluding the 
shooter. 

In Tuesday's rampage, 
four men were killed and a 
woman was wounded at 
five places around Darwin, 
said Northern Territory Po¬ 
lice Commissioner Reece 
Kershaw. 

The 45-year-old suspect 
was released from prison 
on parole in January and 
was wearing an electron¬ 
ic monitoring bracelet, 
Kershaw said. Police did 
not say why he had been 
in prison or whether the 
bracelet helped police ar¬ 
rest him. 

"He is an individual who's 
well known to police and 
has a number of interac¬ 
tions adverse with the po¬ 


lice," Kershaw said. 

The woman who was 
wounded did not have seri¬ 
ous injuries, he said. 

The Health Department 
had earliersaid two people 
were taken to a hospital 
with gunshot wounds and 
both were in stable condi¬ 
tion. It wasnot immediately 
clear if the second victim 
had been injured in an un¬ 
related shooting. 

Kershaw said the man was 
a nested after he contact¬ 
ed a senior police officer. 
An Australian Broadcasting 
Corp. reportersaid she saw 
police tackle and taserthe 
gunman at a busy intersec¬ 
tion. 

Kershaw did not explain 
why the suspect was being 
held under police guard in 


a hospital. The suspect had 
yet to be changed. 

No rthe m Te rrito ry C hief M in- 
ister Michael Gunner de¬ 
scribed the incident as an 
"incredibly difficult night."

A travel warning issued by 
China's Foreign Ministry and

BANGKOK (AP) — Thai¬ 
land's prime minister, who 
took power in a military 
coup five years ago, ap¬ 
pears set to win a parlia¬ 
mentary vote Wednesday 
that will give him a second 
term in office. 

The Democrat Party, 
the country's oldest, an¬ 
nounced Tuesday that it 
will vote to join a coalition 


government led by Prayuth 
Chan-ocha, candidate of 
the military-backed Palang 
Pracharath party. 

Prayuth's election as prime 
minister was virtually as¬ 
sured even before the 
Democrats' decision, be¬ 
cause the position requires 
a simple majority of a joint 
vote by the 500-seat House 
of Representatives and the 
250-seat Senate, whose 


members were appointed 
by the junta headed by 
Prayuth. 

Palang Pracharath has 
enough a Hies to make Pra¬ 
yuth the prime minister. The 
Democrats' support makes 
it likely they will also have a 
majority in the lower house, 
which is necessary to pass 
legislation and approve 
budgets. 

Uncertaintyoverwho might 


hold a majority in the lower 
house was extended be¬ 
cause of the previous lack 
of a commitment on the 
part of the Democrats and 
the similarly sized Bhumjai 
Thai party, who were re¬ 
ported to be bargaining 
with Palang Pracharath 
over what Cabinet posi- 
tionsthey would occupy. 
The pro-military coalition 
is opposed by the self- 


named "Democratic Front," 
which comprises anti-mili¬ 
tary pa (ties led by the Pheu 
Thai Party, which won the 
most lower house seats in 
the March general elec¬ 
tion. The election was run 
according to laws passed 
under Prayuth's govern¬ 
ment thatwere intended to 
handicap Pheu Thai, which 
headed the government

— Pro-democracy protest¬ 
ers defied Sudan's military 
rulers Tuesday, carrying 
out scattered demonstra¬ 
tions around the capital of 
Khartoum as security forc¬ 
es — including one of the 
most feared military units 

— fanned out in large num¬ 
bers and clashed with op¬ 
ponents in the streets 

The protest movement 
aimed to show it can keep 
up the pressure in its con¬ 
frontation with the gener¬ 
als, one day after security 
forces cleared the dem¬ 
onstrators' main sit-in camp 
in Khartoum in a bloody 
crackdown that activists 
say killed at least 35 peo¬ 
ple. 

Worshippers across the 
capital early Tuesday 
marked the Islamic holiday 
of Eid al-Fitr, closing the 
fasting month of Ramadan. 
Iheir Eid prayers on streets 
outside mosques turned 
into short political rallies, 
with some chanting, "Free¬ 
dom, peace, justice and 
c ivilia n government a re the 
people'scho ice." 

Heavy clashes erupted in 
the afternoon as security 
forces put down smaller 
protests in neighborhoods 
around the city. Organiz¬ 
ers said at least two people 
were killed: a 14-year-old 
boy shotto death ata pro¬ 
test and a woman who 


was hit by a stray bullet in 
herhome as security forces 
opened fire outside. 
Security forces clamped 
down by sending large 
numbers of troops to pa¬ 
trol main avenues, activ¬ 
ists said. A convoy of more 
than two dozen pick-up 
trueks stretched the length 
of al-Mashtal Street, a main 
commercial boulevard, 
each carrying six or seven 
fighters standing in the 
back, rifles at the ready, 
according to a photo on¬ 
line. 

An online video showed 
dozens of gunmen from 
the Rapid Support Forces, 
theirfaces hidden by black 


masks, firing rifles in the air 
as they advanced on foot 
down a residential street in 
the central Bahri district. 

The crackdown is largely 
being spearheaded by the 
RSF, an elite unit that hu¬ 
man rights groups say car¬ 
ried out rapes, torture and 
killings of civilians in Sudan's 
Darfurregion. 

The force, headed by the 
deputy head of the ruling 
military council, Gen. Mo¬ 
hammed Hamdan Dagalo, 
grew out of the J anjaweed 
militias used by the gov¬ 
ernment in its suppression 
of the Darfur insurgency in 
a campaign that prompt¬ 
ed charges of genocide 


against its perpetrators. 

"Fall tonight, you and your 
J anjaweed," a group of 
several hundred men, 
women and children were 
seen chanting in an online 
video at one of Tuesday's 
protests. 

The heaviest clashes erupt¬ 
ed in Bahri district. There, 
young men set up small 
barricades of stones and 
metal fences and RSF fight¬ 
ers moved in, firing tear gas 
and live ammunition, said 
Mohammed Najib, a pro¬ 
tester. 

"Life is almost suspended 
in Bahri. The revolutionar¬ 
ies and RSF closed off the 
streets,"he said. 


At least eight people, in¬ 
cluding a 5-year-old child, 
were wounded by bullets 
in various clashes, said Na¬ 
zim Sirraj, a leading activ¬ 
ist. The protest movement's 
Doctors Committee said 
it was unable to track the 
total number of casualties 
because of poor internet 
communications. 

Monday's bloody dispersal 
of the sit-in poses a new 
challenge to the protest 
movement, which now 
aims to show it can keep 
up pressure in the streets af¬ 
ter its central rallying point 
was wiped out. In April, the 
movement succeeded in 
forcing the military to re¬ 
move Sudan's longtime 
strongman, Omaral-Bashir. 
It then kept its sit-in going, 
demanding that the gen¬ 
era Iswho tookpowerhand 
over authority to civilians. 
'We have no choice but to 
continue our protests and 
civil disobedience until the 
fall of the military council," 
said Mohammed Yousefal- 
Mustafa, a spokesman for 
the Sudanese Profession¬ 
als Association, which has 
spearheaded the protests. 
For weeks, the military and 
protest leaders were ne¬ 
gotiating over the makeup 
of a transitional council 
meant to run the country 
forthree years before elec¬ 
tions. Protesters demand 
that civilians dominate the 
council, but the generals 
have resisted.□

ras joined in street protests 
again Monday despite the 


president's cancellation of 
decrees that they feared 
would lead to extensive 
layoffs. 

Public sector employees 
have been marching for 
weeks, accusing President 
Juan Orlando Hernandez 
of trying to privatize the 
health and education sys¬ 
tems. 

Hernandez said early Mon¬ 
day that the laws were 
withdrawn 'for the peace 
of Honduras." He urged 
those striking to return to 
work and to sit down with 
the government 'to build a 
new model that improves 
health and education for 
the people." 


Strike leader Suyapa 
Figueroa, who is president 
of the medical college, 
said protesters don't trust 
the government. She said 
her group, the Platform for 
the Defense of Health and 
Education, was not invited 
to meetings with Hernan¬ 
dez. 

Carlos Izaguirre, a leader 
of the protesting teachers, 
accused teacherswho ap¬ 
parently met with Hernan¬ 
dez of 'fuming their backs 
on the base of the strike." 

In the capital, many 
schools remained closed 
and hundreds of people 
seeking care at the Hospi¬ 
tal Esc uela Universitario, the 


country's main public hos¬ 
pital, were turned away. 
Presidential minister Ebal 
Diaz said, 'The doctors and 
teachers want to bum the 
country, but this is not the 
way to do it." 

Police were investigating 
the burning of a milesTong 
caravan of semi-trailers 
hauling bananas for the 
U.S. fruit company Dole. 
The trucks were apparently 
looted and burned over 
the weekend on a highway 
250 miles (400 kilometers) 
north of the capital. 

On Friday, protesters 
burned tires at the en¬ 
trance to the U.S. Embassy

PARIS (AP) — Roger Feder- 
er knew when he returned 
to the French Open that, 
if things went exceedingly 
well, he eventually would 
find himself face-to-face 
with Rafael Nadal. 

Here we go. 

J ust like old times 
Federer put away Stan 
Wawrinka after a 75-min¬ 
ute rain delay Tuesday, 
converting a break point 
for just the second time in 
18 chances and quickly 
wrapping up a 7-6 (4), 4-6, 
7-6 (5), 6-4 victory over his 
friend and Swiss country¬ 
man to reach the semifinals 
at Roland Garros. 

And what a showdown 
comes next: Federer vs. 
Nadal fora spot in the final. 
"Always," Nadal said, "a big 
match." 

They are two titans of ten¬ 
nis, with Federer holding 
a men's-record 20 Grand 
Slam titles, and Nadal next 
with 17. 

Nadal, who won 11 of his 
trophies in Paris, has got¬ 
ten the betteroftheirrivalry 
over the years, leading 23- 
15 overall, 9-3 at majors, 
13-2 on clay and 5-0 at the 
French Open, including 
four finals. 

"My next opponent is not 
too bad. He can play on 
clay, unfortunately," Fe- 
dererjoked to the crowd at 
Court Suzanne Lenglen. 
They ha ven't met a t Rola nd 
Garros since 2011. Federer, 
who has won their most 
recent five matches, last 
entered the field in 2015, 
when he lost to Wawrinka 
in the quarterfinals. He 
pulled out with a bad back 
in 2016, then skipped the 
entire clay circuit in 2017- 
18. 

"If you to do or achieve 
something on the clay, in¬ 
evitably, at some stage, 
you will go through Rafa, 
because he's that strong 


and he will be there," said 
Federer, at 37 the tourna¬ 
ment's oldest semifinalist 
since 1968. "If I would have 
had a different mindset 
— to avoid him — then I 
should not have played the 
clay." 

The only time Federer won 
the French Open, in 2009, 
he didn't need to face 
Nadal, who was knocked 
out in the fourth round by 
Robin Sodeifing. lhat's one 
of only two lossesfor Nadal 
in 93 career matches at the 
place. 

There was very little drama 
in Nadal's quarterfinal vic¬ 
tory this time, a 6-1, 6-1, 6-3 
stroll against No. 7 Kei Nishi- 
kori, who went through a 
pair of five-setters the past 
two rounds 

"He didn't let me play how 


I wanted to play," Nishikori 
said, "and especially if I'm 
not fresh, it's not easy to 
stay with him." 

Federer vs. Wawrinka, 
meanwhile, lived up to the 
billing, a 3y2-hourtussle be¬ 
tween a couple of guys 
who won a Davis Cup title 
and Olympic gold medal in 
doublestogether. 

Coming in, Federer held a 
22-3 edge head-to-head, 
but Wawrinka knew this: All 
three of his victories had 
come on clay, including 
fouryearsago in the same 
round, on the same court. 
They were locked in a taut 
fourth set at 3-all when 
clouds grew thick and 
charcoal-colored. Thunder 
rumbled nearby. It was dif¬ 
ficult to see, because there 
are no artificial lights. Play 


was suspended as a storm 
arrived. But it didn't last 
long. 

When action resumed, Fe¬ 
derer needed only 10 min¬ 
utes to take control, get¬ 
ting his second break of 
the match by smacking a 
big cross-court forehand 
to a comer that Wawrinka 
couldn't handle. It was 5-4, 
and Federer only needed 
to hold serve to end it. 
Thattumed out to be a tad 
complicated. 

He double-faulted for the 
only two times of the en¬ 
tire afternoon, once on his 
second match point. He 
was forced to deflect a 
break point for Wawrinka, 
doing so with a serve-and- 
volley winner. And then, 
finally, on his third match 
point, Federer closed it out 


with a volley, then hugged 
Wawrinka at the net. 

"A tough, tough one, for 
sure," said Wawrinka, who 
wascoming off the longest 
singles match of hiscareer, 
a 5-hour, 9-minute victory 
over Stefa nosTsitsipa s. 
Wawrinka credited Feder¬ 
er, saying, "It was important 
to be aggressive, to be in¬ 
side the court, and he did 
that better than me." 
Attacking the net at any 
opportunity, Federer won 
the point on 41 of his60 trips 
forward. It'll be fascinating 
to see whether he does 
that against Nadal, too. 

"I'm looking forward to the 
test," said Federer, whose 
last major semifinal was at 
last year's Australian Open. 
The quarterfinals on the 
other half of the men's 
draw are Wednesday: No. 
1 Novak Djokovic vs. No. 5 
Alexander Z/erev, and No. 
4 Dominic Thiem vs. No. 10 
Karen Khachanov. 

One women's semifinal is 
set: 26th-seeded Johanna 
Konta vs 19-year-old Mar- 
keta Vondrousova. 

Konta eliminated 2018 
runner-up Sloane Stephens 

6- 1, 6-4, g ra b b ing 21 of the 
last 22 points she served, 
to become the first Brit¬ 
ish woman in the French 
Open's final four since Jo 
Durie in 1983. 

The unseeded Vondrouso¬ 
va beat No. 31 Petra Martic 

7- 6(1), 7-5. 

Until this year, Konta had 
entered the clay-court ma¬ 
jor four times, losing in the 
first round each time. 

So she has gone from 0-4 
before 2019 to 5-0 over 
the past IV 2 weeks. "I've al¬ 
ways said that whenever 
I step out onto the court, 
I'm always going to have 
a chance. I'm always go¬ 
ing to have a shot," Konta 
said. "I don't think any play- 
eron tourcan go on court 
against me and feel like

Blues beat Bruins to knot Stanley Cup final at 2-all

ST. IOUIS (AP) — J ust when 
the St. Louis Blues had the 
Boston Bruins on their heels 
and chasing the game, 
they gave up a goal and 
the roar went right out of 
the building. 

The Blues could have let 
the talented Bruins seize 
the moment, let things get 
away from them on home 
ice. Again. 

Ihey didn't. The team that 
was mired in last place in 
the NHL in January, that 
suffered from missed calls 
in the playoffsand slogged 
through some tough losses 
instead showed the resolve 
of a championship con¬ 
tender and is now two vic¬ 
tories away from lifting the 
Stanley Cup. 

Ryan O'Reilly scored the 
opening goal 43 seconds 
in and the winner with 9:22 
left, and he and the Blues 
thrived in a chaotic Game 
4 of the Stanley Cup Fi¬ 
nal on Monday night to 
beat the Bruins 4-2 and tie 
this bruising series at two 
gamesapiece. 

"We knew what we had to 
do tonight to be a better 
team," coach Craig Ber¬ 
ube said. 'We were relent¬ 
less tonight. We didn't stop 
for60 minutes." 

Game 5 is "Thursday night in 
Boston.

Guard Klay Thompson 
practiced two days af¬ 
ter sustaining a mild strain 
to his left hamstring that 
forced him out of Game 2. 
He is listed as questionable 
forGame 3. 

The best-of-seven series 
with the Toronto Raptors is 
tied at 1-all. 

Thompson said his discom¬ 
fort Tuesday was bearable 
— 'the pain level wasn't too 
crazy atall." 

"It will be a game-time de¬ 
cision. But for me person¬ 
ally, it would be hard to see 
me not playing. Hopefully, 
I'll feel much better tomor¬ 
row and be a go fortipoff," 
Thompson said. 

Along with Durant, Golden 
State is also down backup 
big man Kevon Looney. He 
suffered a non-displaced 
cartilage fracture on the 


right side of his collarbone 
area and will miss the re- 
mainderof the finals. 

"He's had such a great sea¬ 
son, such a great postsea¬ 
son run," coach Steve Kerr 
said.

sumes his shooting routine 
moments after the final 
buzzersounds. 

With all the injuries, all the 
Warriors must be ready to 
contribute. 

'The way that we play, ev¬ 
erybody feels involved on 
both ends of the floor and 
has an opportunity to im- 
pactthe game, not neces¬ 
sarily scoring every posses¬ 
sion but just playing within 
the flow and sharing the 
ball, moving, playing unself¬ 
ishly," Stephen Curry said.

J ust when things were start¬ 
ing to make sense in boxing 
and the heavyweight divi¬ 
sion was shaping up nice¬ 
ly, a fat guy with b la zing ly 
quick hands wiped away 
most of the preconceived 
notions of where it would 
all eventually lead. 

Andy Ruiz J r. didn't just up¬ 
end heavyweight boxing. 
He threw it a body punch 
that left the division gasp¬ 
ing for air. 

Whether that is good news 
or bad for boxing depends 
on where you live and how 
it plays out. If nothing else, 
though, Ruiz scored one for 
the ordinary guy when he 
shocked Anthony Joshua 
and the rest of boxing with 
the fight of his life Saturday 
night at Madison Square 
Garden. 

He not only beat the man 
most considered the best 
heavyweight in the world, 
but he gave him a beat¬ 
ing in the process. When it 
finally ended after a flurry 
of punches in the seventh 
round that had Joshua 
unable — or simply unwill¬ 
ing — to go on, there was 
a new world order among 
the big men in boxing. 

Now the task is sorting it all 
out again. 

On one side of the pond is 
a new heavyweight cham¬ 
pion, with belts big enough 
to fit his portly frame. Ruiz 
is an American from the 
California border town of 
Imperial who claims Mexi¬ 
can heritage, and as the 
first Mexican heavyweight 
champion he can pretty 
much write his own ticket 
to fame and fortune. 

Down in Alabama is De- 
ontay Wilder, who holds 
one of the big belts himself. 
Wilder is coming off a first- 
round knockout of Dominic 
Breazeale last month and 
has not been shy about 
setting his own schedule 
no matter what competing 
promoters might want him 
to do. 

There's J oshua, of course, 
who hadn't lost before be¬ 
ing upset by Ruiz and is 
a national hero of sorts in 
Eng la nd. 

Joshua has a tremendous 
following, and the oddsare 


he will get a chance to re¬ 
gain his title at home in a 
November rematch with 
Ruiz. 

And then there's Tyson Fury, 
who claims to be the lineal 
heavyweight champion 
and might be the most in¬ 
teresting of them all. The 
6-foot-9 Brit suffered an 
emotional breakdown after 
beating Wladimir Klitschko 
in 2015 and seemed to be 
out of boxing before fight¬ 
ing to a disputed draw last 
Decemberwith Wilder. 

In a perfect world, both the 
Joshua-Ruiz and Wilder- 
Fury rematches would take 
place, with the winners 
fighting for the undisputed 
heavyweig ht title. 

But this is boxing, and noth¬ 
ing is ever that simple. 

It's a story as old as the 
sport, with competing pro¬ 
moters and broadcast 


outlets all battling it out for 
the millions of dollars the 
heavyweights generate. 
It's why J oshua was facing 
the unknown Ruiz instead 
of finding a way to fight 
Wilder in the bout boxing 
fans really wanted to see 
— a fight that now has lost 
some of its a Mure afterj osh¬ 
ua 's defeat. 

In a division where one 
punch can change every¬ 
thing, one punch did. Ruiz 
landed a punch to the top 
of J oshua's head after get¬ 
ting knocked down himself 
in the third round, and from 
then on itwassimply a mat- 
terof when the fight would 
end. 

"It's boxing," Fury told me 
last week. 'You can't go 
swimming without getting 
wet." 

No sooner had Ruiz's hand 
been raised in victory than 


some in boxing began 
comparing the magnitude 
of the win to Buster Doug¬ 
las beating Mike Tyson in 
J a pan in 1990 as a 42-1 un¬ 
derdog. ButJoshua wasno 
Tyson, and Ruiz was talent¬ 
ed enough to make some 
boxing expertswonderwhy 
Joshua's promoter picked 
him as a late replacement 
for Jarrell "Big Baby" Miller, 
who tested positive for ste¬ 
roids. 

And while Douglasate him¬ 
self out of boxing after his 
big win, Ruiz already packs 
268 not-so-well-placed 
pounds on his frame and 
hasn't seemed worse for 
the wear bee a use of it. 
Joshua had a rematch 
clause in his contract with 
Ruiz, and promoter Eddie 
Heam said Tuesday on Twit- 
terthatthe rematch would 
take place in November or 


December. It likely will be in 
Britain, though it's also pos¬ 
sible it could be a pay-per- 
view event in the U.S. 

In the meantime, Fury fights 
Germany's Tom Schwarz 
next week in Las Vegas 
and Wilderhasannounced 
a rematch with LuisOrtizfor 
September. 

No, it's not one mega fight 
for all the marbles, as it 
was shaping up to be. The 
greed of promoters and 
broadcasting outlets kept 
that from happening, as it 
often does in boxing. 

But all the heavyweights 
want to be active, and all 
have a case they want to 
make. They can all talk a 
bit, too, which should make 
it even more fun. 

Actually, the fact peo¬ 
ple are talking about the 
heavyweights once again 
is fun all by itself .□

After greeting our patient, the first question I 
ask is: “How did you sleep last night”?

Only when we are 
sound asleep do our bodies repair. When we 
sleep, our bodies rest but our brains are active, 
laying the groundwork for healing and produc¬ 
tivity. Most people need eight hours of sleep 
nightly. Unfortunately, for 10% to 25% of us, not 
being able to get to sleep or insomnia can be 
a chronic condition. Approximately 98 million 
dollars a year is spent in the United States alone 
on over-the-counter sleep aids. Not getting 
enough restful sleep results in daytime sleepi¬ 
ness, increased accidents, problems concen¬ 
trating and poor performance on the job and 
in school, and increased sickness and weight 
gain. 


Lackof sleep seems to be a major stress factor. 
Regularly catching only a few hours of sleep 
can hinder metabolism and hormone produc¬ 
tion in a way that is similarto the effects of ag¬

ing and the early stages of diabetes Chronic 
sleep loss may speed the onset or increase the 
severity of conditions such as type II diabetes, 
high blood pressure, obesity, and memory loss 
Medical researchers have shown that just one 
weekof sleep deprivation altered subject'shor- 
mone levels and their capacity to metabolize 
carbohydrates. Research has shown that in 
developed countries, the average night'ssleep 
has grown shorter since the beginning of the 
century, from 9 hours to 7.5 hours. People who 
give up sleep to make more time forworkand 
leisure are aging must faster than they should 
be. 

During sleep-deprivation, researchers found, 
men's blood sugar levels took 40% longer to 
drop, compared with the natural sleep-recov¬ 
ery period; and their ability to secrete and 
respond to the hormone insulin, which helps 
regulate blood sugar, dropped by 30% These 
changes reflect the effects of insulin resistance. 
In addition, the sleep-deprived men had higher 
nighttime concentrations of the hormone corti¬ 
sol, which also helps regulate blood sugar, and 
lower levels of thyroid-stimulating hormone. 
These raised cortisol levelsare often seen in old- 
erpeople, and may be involved in age-related 
insulin resistance and memory loss. 

Many childhood sleep problems are related 
to irregular sleep habits or to anxiety. Persis¬ 
tent sleep problems may also be symptoms of 
emotional difficulties. “Separation anxiety” is a 
developmental landmark for young children. 
Bedtime is a time of separation. Some children 
will do all they can to prevent separation at 
bedtime. 

The average woman aged 30-60 sleeps only six 
hours and forty-one minutes during the work¬ 
week. Conditions unique to women, like the 
menstrual cycle, pregnancy and menopause, 
can affect how well a woman sleeps This is be¬ 
cause the changing levels of hormones that a 
woman experiencesthroughoutthe month, like 
estrogen and progesterone, have an impact 
on sleep. Understanding the effects of these 
hormones, environmental factors and lifestyle 
habits can help women enjoy a good night's 
sleep. 

Having trouble getting to sleep? The following 
ten suggestions might help. 

1) Maintain a regular bed and wake time 


schedule including weekends. 

2) Establish a regular, relaxing bedtime routine 
such assoaking in a hot bath and then reading 
a book or listening to soothing music. 

3) Create a sleep-conducive environment that 
isdark, quiet, comfortable and cool. 

4) Sleep on a comfortable mattress and pillows. 

5) Use your bedroom only for sleep and sex. It 
is best to take work materials, computers and 
televisions out of the sleeping environment. 

6) Eat a healthy diet and finish eating at least 
2-3 hoursbefore yourregularbedtime. 

7) Exercise regularly. It is best to complete your 
workout at least a few hours before bedtime. 

8) Avoid caffeine (e.g. coffee, tea, and soft 
drinks, or chocolate) close to bedtime. It can 
keep you awake. 

9) Avoid nicotine (e.g. cigarettes, tobacco 
products) Used close to bedtime, itcan lead to 
poorsleep. 

10) Avoid alcohol close to bedtime. Itcan lead 
to disrupted sleep laterin the night. 

11) Do not run electrical wires under or over 
yourbed. 

Pharmaceutical drugs to get to sleep are not 
a healthy solution. These drugsdo not produce 
the deep curative sleep needed to regain our 
health and are habit-forming. There are natu¬ 
ral food supplements like 5 - HTTP and Theanine 
(from Green Tea) can help considerably if tak¬ 
en with a little natural fruit juice thirty minutes 
or more before you eat. If your sleep cycle 
has changed because of travel or work shift 
change the natural supplement melatonin will 
help resetyoursleep cycle. Acupuncture helps 
balance your body and encourages restful 
sleep. A visit to a natural physician could help 
you determine the cause of yoursleep problem 
and how to best help it. Remember, you can¬ 
not restore your health without sound sleep. 
Getthe Point! Getting the right a mount of sleep 
is vita I, but just as important is the quality of your 
sleep. An adequate amount of sleep is as im¬ 
portant as an adequate amount of exercise.

NEW YORK (AP) — The next 
text message you receive 
may not be a funny pic¬ 
ture from your mom, or an 
update on how late your 
friend will be to brunch. 

It could be a debt collec¬ 
tor. 

The Consumer Financial 
Protection Bureau has pro¬ 
posed new rules to govern 
how third-party debt col¬ 
lectors contact borrowers. 
Ihe rules are expected to 
accelerate the industry's 
switch from insistent phone 
calls to emails and texts 
Under the new rules, 
third-party debt collec¬ 
tors would only be able 
to call a delinquent bor¬ 
rower seven times a week 
— currently they can call 
as often as they want. And 
once they reach a borrow¬ 
er by phone, they'll have 
to leave them alone for at 
least a week. 

The CFPB is proposing no 
cap on the numberof texts 
or emails a collector could 
send. Ibis has drawn the ire 
of the consumeradvocacy 
groupswho say itopensthe 
door to allowing debt col¬ 
lectors to use text messag¬ 
ing, WhatsApp, Facebook 
Messenger or other text- 
based messaging services 
"Collectors will be able to 
use these types of mes¬ 


sages without getting bor¬ 
rowers to agree to them," 
said April Kuehnhoff, a staff 
attorney with the National 
ConsumerLaw Center. 

Ihe CFPB has pushed back 
on the criticism, saying the 
rules require giving borrow¬ 
ers an opt-out from bill col¬ 
lectors' texts and emails. 
Debt collectors will also be 
banned from posting pub¬ 
lic messages on a person's 
Twitter, Facebook or other 


social media accounts. 
Americans have little love 
lost for the debt collection 
industry. Roughly 25 million 
Americans have debts in 
collections, according to 
the Federal Reserve. 

The CFPB received more 
than 80,000 complaints 
about debt collectors last 
year, and the industry typi¬ 
cally ranks high in com¬ 
plaints to otherfederal and 
state agencieslike the Fed¬ 


eral Trade Commission. Ihe 
rulesproposed bythe CFPB 
impact only what's known 
asthe third-party debt col¬ 
lection industry - those who 
typically buy old debts at 
pennies on the dollar or 
are contracted by another 
lender like a bank to col¬ 
lect on an old debt. 

The changes the CFPB has 
proposed are a reflec¬ 
tion of how many Ameri¬ 
cans communicate. Fewer 


Americans have landline 
telephones, and they 
speak on the phone less 
frequently than 10 years 
ago. Texting and email 
have become more com¬ 
mon ways of communicat¬ 
ing with friends or family. 
The debt collection indus¬ 
try haslong used email and 
texting to reach borrow¬ 
ers, but the industry says it 
was operating in a legal 
gray area. It isn't illegal for 
a debt collector to text or 
email you presently, it just 
wasn'tascleariy defined as 
the rules for phone calls or 
letters. 

"Using email or text mes- 
sageswas'use atyourown 
risk,"'said Mark Neeb, chief 
executive of ACA Interna¬ 
tional, the lobby group for 
the debt collection indus¬ 
try. 

TrueAccord is one Califor¬ 
nia-based debt collector 
that has focused almost 
all of its efforts on reaching 
debtors through email or 
otherforms of digital com¬ 
munication. 

"(The CFPB's proposals) are 
a vindication of our busi¬ 
ness model," said Ohad 
Sa met, CEO of TrueAccord. 
Asdebt collectors rely more 
on email and texting, ex¬ 
pect phone calls to wane 
in use. □ 


Australia c uts key interest rate to record low 1.25%

MELBOURNE, Australia (AP) 

— Australia's central back 
on cut its benchmark inter¬ 
est rate Tuesday by a quar- 
terofa percentage pointto 
a new record low of 1.25% 
in the first rate change in al¬ 
most three years. 

The change was widely ex¬ 
pected after Reserve Bank 
of Australia Governor Philip 
Lowe said two weeks ago 
that inflation was likely to 
remain below the bank's 
target range of 2%to 3%a 
year and that a decrease 
in the cash rate would likely 
be appropriate. 

The bank's board moves 
interest rates at monthly 
meetings to keep inflation 
within the target range. In¬ 
flation is currently running 
at 1.3% Lower rates are a 


boon for borrowers and 
can help stimulate more 
business activity. 

'The board took this deci¬ 
sion to support employ¬ 
ment growth and provide 
greater confidence that 
inflation will be consistent 
with the medium-term tar¬ 
get," the bank said in a 
statement. 

It said the outlook for the 
global economy "remains 
reasonable," but risks stem¬ 
ming from trade disputes 
are growing. 

'Growth in international 
trade remains weak and 
the increased uncertainty is 
affecting investment inten¬ 
tions in a number of coun¬ 
tries, it said. 

The cash rate last moved 
in August 2016 when it was 
reduced by 0.25% to 1.5%l 
The rate has not been in¬ 


creased since November 
2010 when it rose 0.25% to 
4.75% 

Treasurer J osh Frydenberg 
met with chief executives 
of Australia's major banks in 
recent days to urge them 
to pass on the full value of 
any rate cut to borrowers. 

"I expect all banks to pass 
on the benefits of sustained 
reductions in funding costs," 
Frydeneberg told The Syd¬ 
ney Morning Herald news¬ 
paper. 

The reduction is expected 
to boost Australia'sflagging 
housing market, increase 
exports by reducing the 
value of the Australian cur¬ 
rency and create jobs 
Lowe said in a speech two 
weeks ago that Australia 
had to "do better"than the 
current jobless rate of 5.2% 
which had increased from 


4.9% 

The Australian economy 
is suffering from the end 
of a mining boom, largely 
to supply China, that car¬ 
ried the country through 
the global economic crisis 


without a recession. The 
country has not suffered 
a recession — defined as 
two consecutive quarters 
of economic contraction 
— since the J une quarterof

ALBANY, N.Y. (AP) — New 

York would be the first 
state to ban the declaw- 
ing of cats under legisla¬ 
tion heading to a vote in 
the state Legislature. 

The Senate and Assembly 
are both expected to take 
up the bill on Tuesday. 
Declawing a catisalready 
illegal in much of Europe as 
well as in Los Angeles, San 
Francisco and Denver. 
Supportersof a ban in New 
York include animal wel¬ 
fare advocates, cat own¬ 
ers and veterinarians who 
argue the practice iscruel 
and barbaric since it in¬ 
volves the amputation of a 
cat's toes back to the first 
knuckle. 

"New York prides itself on 
being first," said the bill's 
sponsor in the state Assem¬ 
bly, Manhattan Democrat 
Linda Rosenthal, who said 
she expects other states to 
follow suit. 'This will have a 
domino effect." 

The New York State Veteri- 
nary Medical Society has 
opposed the bill. It says 
the procedure should be 
allowed as a last resort 
for felines that won't stop 
scratching furniture or hu¬ 
mans— or when the cat's 
owner has a weakened 
immune system, putting 
them at greater risk of in¬ 
fection from a scratch. 
"Medical decisions should 
be left to the sound dis¬ 
cretion of fully trained, 
licensed and state super¬ 
vised professionals," the 
society said in a memo op¬ 
posing the legislation. 
Underthe bill, people who 
violate the ban on declaw¬ 
ing a cat could face fines 
of $1,000. Veterinarians 
could still perform the pro¬ 
cedure for medical rea¬ 
sons, such as infection or 
injury. The bill wasfirst intro¬ 
duced years ago and has 
slowly gained momentum 
as more lawmakers came 
out in support. O

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Perk up: California says coffee cancer risk insignificant 


By BRIAN MELLEY 
LOS ANGELES (AP) — Cali¬ 
fornia officially gave its 
blessing to coffee Monday, 
declaring the beverage 
does not pose a "signifi¬ 
cant" cancer risk. 

The rule, proposed a year 
ago by regulators, means 
coffee won't have to carry 
ominous warnings that the 
beverage may be bad for 
you. 

The state took the rare 
move after a Los Ange¬ 
les judge found Starbucks 
Corp. and other compa¬ 
nies failed to show that 
benefits from drinking cof¬ 
fee outweighed risks from 
a byproduct of the roasting 
process. 

That ruling put the industry 
in jeopardy of hefty civil 
penalties and in the posi¬ 
tion of either developing 
a process to remove the 
chemical or warning con¬ 
sumers about the risk of 
cancer. 

"fhe chemical in question, 
acrylamide, is on a list that 
California sayscausescan- 
cer, though other groups 
classify it as a "probable" 
carcinogen. 

Under a law passed more 
than three decades ago 
by California voters, prod¬ 
ucts that contain chemi¬

cals that cause cancer or 
birth defects must warn 
consumers about those 
risks. 

The Office of Environmental 
Health Hazard Assessment, 
which implements the law, 
concluded there was no 
significant riskaftera World 


Health Organization review 
of more than 1,000 studies 
and found inadequate evi¬ 
dence that coffee causes 
cancer. Further, it conclud¬ 
ed coffee reduces the risk 
of some types of cancer. 
'Coffee is a complex mix¬ 
ture of hundreds of chemi¬ 


cals that includesboth car¬ 
cinogens and anti-carcin¬ 
ogens," said Sam Delson, a 
spokesman for the agency. 
'The overall effect of cof¬ 
fee consumption is not as¬ 
sociated with any signifi- 
cantcancerrisk." 

It was the first time the state 


has declared such a brew 
of chemicals safe despite 
the presence of carcino¬ 
gens, Delson said. 

The coffee industry 
cheered the rule. 

'This is a great day for sci¬ 
ence and coffee lovers," 
said William Murray, presi- 
dentand chief executive of 
the National Coffee Asso¬ 
ciation USA. 'With this news, 
coffee drinkers around the 
world can wake up and 
enjoy the smell and taste of 
their coffee without hesita¬ 
tion." 

The Council for Education 
and Research on Toxics, 
which successfully sued 
the coffee industry in a 
case that has dragged on 
more than eight years in 
Los Angeles Superior Court, 
will challenge the validity 
of the state's regulation in 
court, said attorney Rapha¬ 
el Metzger. 

Metzger, who represents 
the small nonprofit in its 
lawsuit against Starbucks 
and about 90 coffee com¬ 
panies, said the regulation 
was adopted in violation 
of state law and disregards 
the statutes the agency is 
supposed to implement. 
He said the regulation can't 
be applied retroactively to 
nullify the judge's ruling.□

U.Sb sc ientist sounds wa ming 
on future Everest dangers

KATHMANDU, Nepal (AP) 

— Mount Everest and its 
surrounding peaks are in¬ 
creasingly polluted and 
warmer, and nearby gla¬ 
ciers are melting at an 
alarming rate that is likely 
to make it more dangerous 
for future climbers, a U.S. 
scientist who spent weeks 
in the Everest region said 
Tuesday. 

Prof. John All of Western 
Washington University said 
after returning from the 
mountains that he and his 
team of fellow scientists 
found there was lot of pol¬ 
lution buried deep in the 
snow, and that the snow 
was surprisingly dark when 
they processed and filtered 


it. 

'What that means is there 
are little pieces of pollu¬ 
tion that the snow is form¬ 
ing around, so the snow is 
actually trapping the pollu¬ 
tion and pulling itdown,"AII 
said in Kathmandu, Nepal's 
capital. 

All and his team spent 
weeks testing snow on 
Everest and its surrounding 
peaks, as well as plants on 
the foothills. 

'The warming temperature 
is melting the glaciers and 
the snow around Mount 
Everest very quickly, so 
what happens is even 
when there is a storm it 
melts in a couple of hours," 
he said. 

'The glaciers are retreating 
dramatically because of 


global warming." 

He said because the gla¬ 
ciers are getting thinner 
and smaller, it is making it 
more dangerous for climb¬ 
ers 

The team had been plan¬ 
ning to climb both Everest 
and sister peak Lhotse, but 
crowding on Everest forced 
them to change theirplans 
They climbed up to the 
last camp at 8,000 meters 
(26,240 feet), the last point 
the two mountains share, 
and only reached the top 
of Lhotse. 

Hundreds of climbers had 
lined up on May 22 and 
23 to attempt to reach 
Everest's summit, creating 
a traffic jam that is being 
blamed for the deaths of

Pioneering psyc hedelic roc ker Roky Eric kson dies at 71

NEW YORK (AP) — Roky Er¬ 
ic kson,the blue-eyed, dark¬ 
haired Texan who headed 
the Austin-based 13th Floor 
Elevators, a pioneering 
psychedelic rock band in 
the 1960s that scored with 
'You're Gonna Miss Me," 
has died. He was 71. 
Erickson's sinuous lead 
guitar and wailing vocals 
didn't turn him into a chart 
topper, but they cemented 
his role asa musician's musi¬ 
cian. Fans included every¬ 
one from Lenny Kaye and 
the Swedish metal group 
Ghost — who covered his 
"IfYou Have Ghosts"—to ZZ

A 1990 tribute album to Er¬ 
ickson, "Where the Pyramid 
Meets the Eye," attracted 
the likes of R.E.M., T-Bone 
Burnett, The Jesus and 
Mary Chain, Julian Cope, 
The Mighty Lemon Drops, 
Primal Scream and ZZTop. 
Erickson's death on Friday 
was announced by his 
brother, Mikel Erickson, on

created his own musical 
galaxy and early on was 
a true inspiration," Gibbons 
said in a statement.

Getting his head right 
is his quest. 

Before he leaves, he asks 
Gidget to take care of his 
favorite squeaky toy. She 
promptly loses it in a cat 
lady's apartment filled with 
crazed felines Getting it 
back is hercomedic quest. 
Meanwhile, Snowball is 
asked by a brave Shih Tzu 
(newcomer Tiffany Had- 
dish) to rescue a tiger cub 
held bya malevolent circus 
boss. His quest is, like the 


othersones, to find his inner 
superhero. 

Oswalt is a fine replace¬ 
ment for Max, able to 
connect with the charac¬ 
ter's timidity, wonder and 
blossoming courage. He is 
helped by a gruff fa rm dog 
voiced by Harrison Ford, 
who unfortunately muddies 
his first animated voice role 
with some hyper-masculin¬ 
ity. 

Ford'salpha dog ispure ac¬ 
tion cool, ripping off Max's 
cone in disgust (not the 
best message for kids in 
treatment), rejecting Max's 
embarrassed neurosis and 
being the cold, silent type. 
'The first step in not being 
afraid, is acting like you're 
not afraid," he advises 
Ford gets to play with his 
own he-man screen per¬ 
sona, but we're notsure this 
John Wayne bit — or the 
whole dynamic of pam¬ 
pered cityfolksversustough 
country folks — is what we 
need right now. Another 
drawback is the scary ele¬ 
ments: fearful wolves and 
an awful villain with a whip 
and a cattle prod. 

Even so, the majority of the 
film iscarefully constructed, 
switching from plot to plot 
to plot while also incor¬ 
porating old characters 
— Dana Carvey's elderly 
Basset hound and Hanni¬ 
bal Buress as dachshund 
Buddy — in an increasingly 
complex patchwork, fed 
by a lively soundtrack that 
includes Stevie Wonder, 
Jefferson Airplane, Coolio 
and ZZTop. 

As signs of how well en¬ 


gineered this movie is, a 
cover of Bill Withers' "Lovely 
Day" is used at the end, a 
callback to the original 
song's appearance in the 
first film. It also opens with 
"Empire State of Mind," an 
echo of how the first one 
opened with Taylor Swift's 
'Welcome to New York." 
There are some nifty touch¬ 
es, including a dream se¬ 
quence in which Snowball 
fantasizes about being a 
caped crusader, which 
creates a comic book se¬ 
quence INSIDE an animat¬ 
ed film. Bell pretty much 
steals the movie when her 
cat gets high on catnip and 
later teaches Gidget the 
"way of the cat" — com¬ 
plete with mandatory walk¬ 
ing on a laptop keyboard 
and batting mugs off ta¬ 
bles. All this with extraordi¬ 
nary animated effects You 
will marvel at how real the 
illustrators have made this 
world, from rocky cliffs to 
speeding carsand dazzling 
eyes In a neat twist, too, 
the cat lady becomes the 
butt of jokes but also this — 
a heroine. 

If the knock on 'The Se- 
c ret Life of Pets" was that it 
was a rip-off of 'Toy Story," 
then the second film bet¬ 
ter grounds itself in its own 
universe.

She is the youngest of 
Chuck Cooper's three chil¬ 
dren and grew up in mid¬ 
town Manhattan, a stone's 
throw from Broadway and 
dad'swork.

Missing Lewis Chessman found, could feteh 
$1M at auction

LONDON (AP) — A chess 
piece purchased fora few 
pounds (dollars) by an an¬ 
tiques dealer in Scotland 
in 1964 has been identified 
as one of the 900-year-old 
Lewis Chessmen, among 
the greatest a rtifactsof the 
Viking era. 

Sotheby's auction house 
said Mondaythatthe chess 
piece is expected to bring 
between 600,000 pounds 
($670,000) and 1 million 
pounds($1.26 million) atan 
auction next month. 

The Lewis Chessmen are 
intricate, expressive chess 
pieces in the form of Norse 
warriors, carved from wal¬ 
rus ivory in the 12th century. 
A hoard of 93 pieces was 


discovered in 1831 on Scot¬ 
ia nd's Isle of Lewis. It is now 
held in both the British Mu¬ 
seum in London and the 
National Museum of Scot¬ 
land in Edinburgh — but 
five of the chess pieces 
were missing. 

The 3 1/2-inch (8.8-centi- 
meter) piece to be auc¬ 
tioned July 2, the equiva¬ 
lent of a rook, is the first of 
the missing chessmen to 
be identified. Itwaspassed 
down to the family of the 
antiques dealer, who did 
not rea lize its sig nific a nc e. 
Sotheby's European sculp¬ 
ture expert Alexander Kad- 
ersaid the find is "one of the 
most exciting and personal 
re discoveries to have been 
made during my career.'O

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Private collectors key to boosting Russia's art market

MOSCOW (AP) — For Rus¬ 
sia n art collector Roman 
Babichev, a visit to an 
artist's family living in a 
cramped St. Petersburg 
apartment yielded an un¬ 
expected sight. 

In a cardboard folder un- 
derone of the bedswasa 
stash of paintings taken off 
their frames because they 
would have filled one of 
the two rooms the family of 
four lived in. 

'They were just lying there, 
awaiting their destiny," 
Babichev said. 

He bought them, adding 
these works by landscape 
painter Alexander Ved¬ 
ernikov to his collection of 
Russian modernist art. 

It's just one example of 
how, at a time when sanc¬ 
tions and economic woes 
push the topic of culture 
down the Kremlin's agen¬ 
da, wea Ithy ind ivid ua Is a re 
filling a gap by bringing 
much-needed cash to a 
struggling art market and 
supporting young Russian 
a rtists. 

The tradition of private art 
collectors in Russia pre¬ 
cedes even the 1917 Bol¬ 
shevik Revolution when 
magnates like Sergei 
Shchukin and Pavel Tre¬ 
tyakov amassed priceless 
troves, now in the country's 
top museums. Today's col¬ 
lectors may not have the 
same stature, says Pushkin 
Museum director Marina 
Loshak, but they are key 
to developing Russia's art 
scene. 

"Collectors are the big im¬ 
petus Without collectors 
there are no galleries and 
these are the laboratories, 
the test tube, in which ev¬ 
erything happens," Loshak 
told The Associated Press. 
DISCOVERING RUSSIA'S 
HIDDEN MODERNISES 
Babichev gave up a suc¬ 
cessful business career in 
the 1990s to collect art. His 
apartment on Moscow's 
outskirts is both a gallery 
and a living space, with 
paintings and sculptures 
displayed floor fo ceiling. 
Babichev dug back into 
Soviet history, discover¬ 
ing forgotten artists of the 
1920s-50s. With determina¬ 
tion and detective work, 


he tracked down their ne¬ 
glected works and pieced 
togetherthe artists' stories. 
Many had studied abroad 
or witnessed the flowering 
of Russian avant-garde art 
just after the Bolshevik Rev¬ 
olution. Isolated and under 
threat, they still saw them- 
selvesas part of the global 
modernist art movement 
they had glimpsed briefly. 
Many were forced to hide 
their work; some were per¬ 
secuted. 

Vera Ermolaeva, star of 
the Russian avant-garde 
movement, was executed 
in 1937. Nikolai Emilianov 


also was shot, Eduard Krim- 
merbumed mostof hiswork 
and Maria Kazanskaya suf¬ 
fered a lifetime of menta I ill- 
nessafterbeing imprisoned 
at 18. 

Babichev's collection of 
some 4,000 works displays 
dazzling, unrealized poten¬ 
tial. 

"If that tragedy of 1917 had 
not happened, Russian art 
might have attained a dif¬ 
ferent place," Babichev 
said. 

ART AGAINST THE SOVIET 
STATE 

Natalia O pa leva, a bank¬ 
er and head of a Sberian 


gold mine, also collects So¬ 
viet-era underground art. 

In 2015 she opened the 
AZ Museum in Moscow, 
named after Anatoly 
Z/erev whose portrait of a 
young woman was Opal- 
eva's first purchase. An "un¬ 
official artist" of the 1960s, 
Z/erev's work is exuberant 
and accessible, making 
him popular with the pub¬ 
lic. 

Focusing on Soviet un¬ 
derground art of the 
1960s-l 980s, Opaleva has 
amassed some 2,500works. 
This generation experi¬ 
enced Russia's cultural 


'thaw" after Stalin's death 
in 1953 and refused to 
go back to socialist real¬ 
ism. Banned by the state, 
starved of materials and 
public recognition, these 
artists continued to create 
in a period of 'Soviet Re¬ 
naissance," a term Opal¬ 
eva uses with some irony. 
Milena Orlova, editor of 
Russia's influential Art News¬ 
paper, admires their cour¬ 
age. 

'These artists made and 
showed their own work be¬ 
cause they had no other 
choice. Let's not forget the 
conditions in which they 
produced this wonder¬ 
ful art, we need to double 
the va lue of what they d id 
because of the conditions 
they worked under," she 
said. 

A small space tucked be¬ 
tween grand apartment 
blocks in central Moscow, 
the AZ Museum is packed 
for openings. Older visitors 
remember the unofficial 
artists as heroes of their 
own Soviet youth. 

Opaleva has ambitious 
plans to boost AZs reputa¬ 
tion in Russia and abroad, 
staging her first interna¬ 
tional show in Florence last 
year. She sees collecting 
art as a personal, even pa¬ 
triotic mission and is deter¬ 
mined to ensure that these 
forgotten Soviet artists gain 
global stature. 

'They are worthy of interest 
not just in Russia but in the 
world, as a part of world 
culture,"she said. 

BUILDING THE FUTURE OF 
ART 

Moscow property develop¬ 
er Dmitry Aksenov fell into 
art by accident. He bought 
an abstract painting for his 
new house a nd just over 10 
years later, owns a growing 
collection of contemporary 
Russian and East European 
art. 

A physicist by training, Ak¬ 
senov took a scientific ap¬ 
proach once he decided 
to collect art and set a bout 
studying cultural history to 
train his eye. Now he feels 
confident enough to buy 
work he chooses himself. 
The Aksenov Family Foun¬ 
dation owns 400 pieces 
including video, photogra¬ 
phy, painting and site-spe¬ 
cific installations. □
